The Northern States and the Balti- 
more Convention. 


WASHINGTON, June 13. 


An extract from the Indiana resolu 
tions says: ‘ Therefore it is the fixed 
conviction of this Convention that the 
Democratic Convention to assemble in 
Baltimore should adopt the nominees 
of the Liberal Republican Conyention, 
instead of making other nominations 
for the Presidency and Vice-Presidency 
of the United States.”
